longer applian ic ¢he indtividual, (2) the possibility that em~ 
ployses may he UWuevested ir a policy covering catastrophic 
hospitalization coxta while yerying Overseas or (3) keoping 
the GEHA hospitalisarios io offset the $35 deductible charge 
for dependeota under the present overseas medical program, 
It should be woted that under H.R. 6141 the charges and - 
rates, if the bill is passed, are to be prescribed by the 
President; This program must he conslidared by the Board 
in light of its impact on our hospitalisation program.

the Board at its last meeting, This matter haa been considered hy the 
Steering Committee and[” has bean making inquiries of 
other almilar type ivcnurance organizations In Wasbington and has con~ 
sulted with various officials of the District Government, It appearn 
that NSA, which recamly established an ineurance program similar to 
GEHA, is incorporated under the same section of the District Code as 
is GEHA, and was approved by the Superintendent of Corporations who 
challenged our status of Incocpuratiou, On the basix of information 
developed at this time, it appears that an answer may be forthcoming 
through & meeting with the District of Columbia Corporation Counsel 
who will he agked to rule on the validity of our status as a corporation, 
particularly iv view of the inconsistency of opinion of the Supérintendent 
of Corporations, As further information on this is developed, the 
members of the Board will be informed,

SUBJECT g Overweas Frergency Travel 


J. During the course of a meting with the DD/P Area Division 
Support Chiefs today,the question of emergency travel for oversees pirsomel 
wae discuseed at considurable length. The question came up in connection 
with a change in MATS procedure to be effective 1 July 1958 whereby employees 
overseas will no longer be permitted to travel by MATS on a “space-evailable" 
basis free of charya. It was the consensus of the group that this change will 
increase our problems aignifieuntly, especially at the lerger stations where 


our employees have been able tc utilise MATS feeilities. As one example, I 
uu told that last year in Agency employees STATINTL 
arranced for emergency +. back ° 


2. The emergency travel insurance coverage available through CKHA is 
deficient in many respects, ono of the biggest deficiencies being tas fact that 
it does not cover travel in cases wheres the emergency involves parents seventy 
(70) years of age or older. The Public Service Aid Society might in rure cases 
be called upon to assigt individuals in eveh emergencies but here again the use 
would be extremely lixited. The Credit Union facilities, of course, are availe 
able provided the individual does not already have an outstending lean and 
provided he can obtain the necessary co-signers. One suggestion mds was 
that we spproach GEHA with the proposition of increasing the coverage, La@ey 
waiving the age limitation on persona cawered with the understanding, of course, 
that prendum paywernte would necessarily have to be increased. 


30 I wish you would look into this matter promptly and aoe if something 


can be worked out to allevieta this problem, which hes plagued up for a long 
time. i
